Toth e Board of Education: 

The recent action of the legislature makes it safe to 
assume that on the first of March District No. 7-will be- 
come one of the parts of the new Penacook Union District. 
This report, then, the third in the series of superinten- 
dents reports, is also the last, 

The occasion would bea fitting one for a somewhat 
detailed report concerning the progress of the schools 
since the establishment of tne district, but time is lacking 
for such an undertaking now. A report addressed to a 
part, only, of the district that is to carry forward the 
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work of the schools is not the place for recommendations 
ora discussion of policies for the future. This report, 
therefore will brief. 

I believe, however, that it would be of great interest 
to the members of the largér body politic, about to be 
erganized to know something of the history of its two con- 
stituent parts. A recent perusal of the reports of the two 
districts has made me strongly suspect that there are lo- 
cal school traditions which we cannot afford to allow to be 
forgotten. Thetwo school systems in the village of Pen- 
acook have not attained their present standard of ex- 
cellence without self-sacrificing effort and a-high, if 
common place, type of every day heroism on the part of 
many teachers,’ board members and others whom be well 
for this and the coming generation toremember. Permit me 
to recommend that, at an early date, a report be prepared, 
addressed to the citizens of Penacook Union School 
district, containing an outline of the policy had in mind by 
the new Board of Education and citing the main points of 
interest in the history of District No. 7 and District No. 
20. Such areport would be of special value if the history 
could be presented in part from the biographical stand- 
point and ina style appealing to youth. Young America 
can hardly be said to value overmuch its legacy from the 
past. Is ittoo muchto hope that a knowledge of how 
much the present school system has cost might lead some 
boy or girl to value today's privileges more and use them 
to better purpose? } 

During the year now closing there has been a change 
of superintendents and four changes in the teaching force. 
Such changes usually mean a certain loss of time and 
confusion. The fact that two of the new teachers were 
sclected by the retiring superintendent, and are from the 
N. H. Normal School, in accordince with whose methods 
the work of last year was laid out, has helped to enable us 
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to carry out the policies of former administrations with no 
serious break. 

The hindrance to the work in reading, mentioned last 
year, caused by two different books in the public hands; 
has been nearly overcome by the purchase of a small 
quantity of new reading material. There are no striking 
changes in the method of handling the work in geography, 
language and arithmeti-. 

With the two normal school graduates in the lower 
rooms, a teacher trained by long successful experience in 
charge of grades five, six and seven, anda college grad- 
uate teaching in the high school, we havea very satis- 
factory teaching force. 

The most scrious difficulty is inthe grading. | With 
two grades or morein aroom,and with too many pupils 
in the lower rooms, it has probally been thought necessary 
in certain cases to advance pupils not fully upto grade 
to make room for more jst }clow. This will continue to 
¢o on unless the union of the two districts may make a 
more elastic system possible 

Some of the purchases of the year are: Arithmetics 
for the intermediate room; a set of metric weights and 
measures; histories for the high school; dictionaries for 
the teachers’ desks; reading material for all the rooms. 

While I am not qualified to judge critically the work 
done in music, it has seemed to me that the supervisor: 
Mrs. George Gale, is working not only to lay the founda- 
tion for the technical skill, but to cultivate so far as 
possible a taste for the best in music. With the exception 
of a few “rag time’ ditties, the songs of the schoolroom 
are the only ones that some of the children will ever learn. 
It is a most worthy purpose that each child shall be taught 
at least a few songs worthy of living in the memories 
down through the years. 
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The statistical table for 1907-08 is appended. By 
comparison with the table for the previous year it shows 
gains in number enrolled, both boys and girls, and in per 
cent of attendance, and quite adecrease in the instances 
of tardiness. The credit for this improvement mnst 
doubtless be shared by parents, teachers and truant officer. 

The benefits coming to the schools from frequent 
visits by interested parents cannot be to frequently men- 
tioned. JI would emphasize the fsct that while visits on 
special public occasions are important, and gratifying to 
the teachers and pupils, those parents who alone or in 
companies of two or three visit the schools at their every- 
day tasks come to have a more intimate acquaintance with 
the aims of the school and the work of their own children.
